DETAILED ACTION 

1. Response and amendment filed by applicants dated Sept. 21, 2009 have been entered and 
considered carefully. 

Claims 1-36 have been canceled. Claims 37-5 1 are pending. 

2. Reason for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicants have limited the claims to R3 is subsituted or unsubstituted thienyl 

which demarcated from the Muto et al. reference since Muto et al. disclosed compound 

wherein R3 is alkyl and no motivation for modifying alkyl to the thienyl moiety. The 

subgeneric scope finds descriptive basis on pages 97-127 of the specification wherein the 

subgeneric formula was described. 

The only issue is the provisional rejection of obviousness type double patenting 

over a later filed application SN 1 1/593,758. Therefore, the instant claims 37-51 are 

allowed (MPEP §804)
